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Assumption 
College . . . 


Assumption  Preparatory  School  and  College,  located  on  West  Boylston 
Street,  was  founded  in  1904  by  the  Assumptionists,  a  French  religious  order. 
In  1953  Assumption  consisted  of  an  all-male  student  body  where  French  was 
the  primary  language  of  instruction. 

On  June  9th,  1953,  a  devastating  event  would  forever  change  the  history  of 
Assumption.  The  Greendale  Elementary  School  baseball  team  was  holding  a 
practice  session  in  the  AC  baseball  diamond.  The  fall  of  huge  hailstones 
briery  interrupted  the  session,  but  by  5:00pm  the  workout  had  resumed.  A  few 
minutes  later  the  coach  looked  to  the  west  and  became  alarmed  by  what  he 
saw.  An  angry  black  cloud,  apparently  in  contact  with  the  ground,  rolled  to¬ 
ward  Assumption.  Fearing  the  worst,  the  practice  was  immediately  cancelled. 
At  the  same  time,  Assumption  was  hosting  a  religious  provincial  retreat  and 
the  5:00pm  vesper  service  was  cancelled  due  to  oppressive  heat. 

At  5:10  Father  Thomas  Hebert  rushed  through  the  entrance  of  the  main 
building,  yelling  “Tornado’s  coming!”.  This  alarm  was  discounted  by  some  be¬ 
cause  of  Fr.  Herbert’s  tendency  to  overreact.  But  true  to  Father  Hebert’s 
warning,  a  roaring  funnel  blasted  across  West  Boylston  St.,  carrying  with  it 
tons  of  lumber  and  a  huge  fuel  tank.  It  churned  up  the  gentle  slope  of  the  As¬ 
sumption  campus.  The  main  building  took  the  brunt  of  the  tornado  head-on. 
The  fuel  tank,  carried  by  the  tornado,  slammed  into  the  brick  facade  of  the 
building’s  college  wing.  This  incurred  an  enormous  hole  in  the  wall  between

the  second  and  third  floor  levels.  Doors  and  windows  were  blown  out  by  the 
tornado’s  violent  bursts  and  created  a  wind  tunnel  in  the  building.  Fire  broke 
out  in  the  furnace  room.  Telephone  service  was  severed  by  the  tornado,  mak¬ 
ing  it  necessary  for  someone  to  run  a  half-mile  down  West  Boylston  Street  to 
the  Greendale  Fire  Station  to  summon  help  in  extinguishing  the  fire.  Because 
the  units  from  that  station  were  already  engaged  fighting  a  nearby  string  of 
three-decker  fires,  a  truck  from  another  station  was  selected.  The  debris-filled 
streets  made  it  necessary  for  the  driver  to  go  cross  town  in  order  to  reach  As¬ 
sumption. 

The  wooden  convent,  occupied  by  sisters  of  the  Antonian  order,  was  lifted 
several  feet  from  the  ground,  turned  about  180  degrees  before  being  slammed 
back  to  the  ground.  Assumption’s  mascot,  Lucky,  cowered  in  his  doghouse. 
The  strong  winds  lifted  the  doghouse  and  Lucky,  carried  them  nearly  200 
yards  and  dropped  them  onto  the  baseball  field,  recently  vacated  by  the 
Greendale  School  team.  Lucky  was  rushed  to  a  veterinarian  and  was  found  to 
have  sustained  two  broken  legs.

The  tragedy  took  the  lives  of  three  members  of  the  Assumption  community. 
The  campus  was  mostly  unoccupied  by  students  due  to  the  moving  of  gradua¬ 
tion.  Classes  at  both  schools  were  originally  scheduled  to  run  through  June 
12th,  but  by  examining  the  books,  it  was  determined  that  the  state  minimum 
teaching  period  was  already  satisfied  and  graduation  was  moved  to  June  8th. 
If  this  had  not  happened,  the  event  would  possibly  have  taken  more  lives. 

The  West  Boylston  St.  campus  was  rebuilt  as  a  preparatory  school  and  a 
new  location  was  sought  for  the  college.  The  sight  on  Salisbury  St.  was 
elected.  The  construction  of  the  new  campus  began  in  1955.  Classes  were  held 
for  the  first  time  in  1956,  when  the  only  buildings  on  campus  were  Alumni 
Hall,  La  Maison  Francaise,  the  dining  hall.  A  stream  which  flowed  through 
the  center  of  the  property  was  dammed  in  order  to  create  a  reflecting  pond  at 
the  entrance  to  the  campus. 

The  campus  has  expanded  through  the  years  and  continues  to  grow.  And  as 
the  90th  graduating  class  exits  it’s  gates  for  the  last  time,  we  will  have  learned 
from  our  teachers,  and  each  other,  but  most  of  all  from  the  spirit  and  guidance 
of  Assumption  College  as  a  whole.

erwise  named  the  Dufault  and  Westwood 
Apartments.  The  next  five  years  of  the 
Hagan  Administration  brought  us  the 
Campus  Center,  named  in  honor  of  Presi¬ 
dent  Hagan  in  his  fifteenth  year  as  presi¬ 
dent,  and  the  opening  of  Salisbury  and 
Worcester  Halls.  Finally,  in  the  last  five 
years,  the  campus  has  been  greatly  im¬ 
proved  by  the  addition  of  Wachusett  Hall, 
the  Emmanuel  d’Alzon  Library,  the  con¬ 
version  of  the  two  floors  of  La  Maison, 
which  had  previously  served  as  the  library, 
to  classrooms,  the  renovation  of  the  Tay¬ 
lor  Dining  Hall,  landscaping  of  the  Quad, 
and  of  course,  the  opening  of  the  long 
awaited  Plourde  Recreation  Center. 

In  addition  to  the  physical  improve¬ 
ments  of  the  campus,  the  College  has 
flourished  academically  under  President 
Hagan’s  leadership.  In  1978  there  were  21 
major  fields  of  study  and  approximately 
500  course  offerings  listed  in  the  1978-79 
catalog.  Today  there  are  24  majors  and 
close  to  600  courses  for  students  to  choose 
from.  The  faculty  too  has  grown  in  num¬ 
bers  and  stature:  30  full  time  women  have 
been  added  to  the  ten  in  1978.  This  not 
only  reflects  a  change  in  hiring  practices 
and  attitudes  towards  women  as  scholars, 
but  it  also  reflects  a  broad  base  of  aca¬ 
demic  excellence. 

With  President  Hagan  at  the  helm,  As¬ 
sumption  College  has  become  recognized 
as  one  of  the  top  small  liberal  arts  colleges 
in  the  country  according  to  several  lead¬ 
ing  publications,  including  the  Barron’s 
Guide  to  Small  Colleges.  Yet,  with  all  this 
growth  and  improvement,  Assumption  has 
retained  its  “family  feel”  while  reaching  a 
large  enough  scope  so  that  it  is  not  provin¬ 
cial  either  in  ambience  or  substance.

This  year  we  celebrate  the  15th  anni¬ 
versary  of  Dr.  Joseph  H.  Hagan’s  presi¬ 
dency  at  Assumption  College.  Since  his 
tenure  began  in  1978,  the  College  has 
grown  academically,  physically,  spiritu¬ 
ally  and  in  its  involvement  with  the 
Worcester  area  community. 

Physically,  Assumption  has  mush¬ 
roomed  to  a  campus  encompassing  12  new 
buildings  as  a  result  of  three  highly  suc¬ 
cessful  capital  campaigns-  a  large  im¬ 
provement  over  the  days  when  most  fac¬ 
ulty  offices  were  in  the  Kennedy  Science 
Hall,  with  two  faculty  members  to  a  cubi¬ 
cle  sharing  a  single  extension  phone.  Most 
classes  were  held  there  as  well  and  the  two 
floors  of  La  Maison  Francaise,  which 
made  up  the  library,  were  so  overcrowded 
that,  if  you  found  a  quiet  spot  for  study 
and  reflection,  it  remained  your  carefully 
guarded  secret!  Among  the  buildings  con¬ 
structed  during  President  Hagan’s  presi¬ 
dency  are  those  which  no  student  could 
imagine  the  campus  without:  Dion  Town- 
houses,  known  to  most  as  the  “four  men 
on  the  road”,  and  Moquin  Apartments, 
known  as  the  “horseshoe”,  both  con¬ 
structed  in  1980.  The  following  year  saw
